TOO MANY BOOKS. 


Market Reported Badly Ovorstocked- 


Nuinbor or Books Produced Luntlear. 
During 1S94 the number of books pub- 


lished in this country, as given by the 
Baltimore American, was 8,337, or, in- 
cluding new editions of old books, 4,484. 
This was a considerable falling off from 


1S93, 
when the new books numbered 


4,2S1, or, including new editions, 6,134. 
Tho decrease was evidently owing to 
tho hard times, for when depression 
comes one of the first manifestations of 
economy is in cutting off the purchase 
of books. It was also true that tho 
printing of books had been very largely 
overdone. Of every fifty published, it 
is safe to say that not more than one is 
worth reading. 
Tho figures for Amer- 


ica are large, but they are larger in 
England, while Franco remains the 
great publishing center of the world. 


Tho old question as to where the 


pins go is almost repeated in the books 
and papers aud periodicals. For some 
tirao recently the cheap publishers 
have been turning out volumes by the 
million, and it is possible to purchase 
any of tho classics for three or five 
cents. In nothing is competition more 
keen than in the selling of books. We 
find tho prices of the most reputable 
publishers cut down more than one- 
half, while tho prices of books of in- 
ferior construction have reached a sum 
almost inconceivable 
in cheapness. 


And yet, compared with the Sunday 
newspaper, these books are all expen- 
sive. It is probably the bulk of the 
Sunday paper which has had a great 
effect upon the price of books.
